GENERAL NEWS 

Pulp wood exports to the United 
States in the twelve months ended De¬ 
cember 31, 1923, were valued at $13,- 
625,000, as against $10,359,762 in the 
preceding yeaf. 

The premier of Quebec while stop¬ 
ping at the Place Vigor hotel at Que¬ 
bec was robbed of $1200 in cash which 
he was carrying around in his pockets, 
by burglars. 

Seven persons died at Albany Ore¬ 
gon on February 6, as a result of eat¬ 
ing home preserved beans, which spoil¬ 
ed and produced the deadly poison 
as botulinis. 

Mayor Hardie of Lethbridge is 
standing pat on the question of a fif¬ 
ty-fifty division of the profits on the 
sale of liquor when the new regula¬ 
tions are put into force. 

Orders continue to come in to the 
provincial seed grain marketing plant 
at Edmonton for Alberta regi&tered 
seed. Several cars of this seed have 
been shipped out of the plant during 
the past week. 

Alberta’s exports to the United 
States last year were $4,431,876, asi 
compared With $5,352,41^ in the pre- 
ceeding year, the decrease being at¬ 
tributed to the adverse duties on 
wheat and cattle. 

Alberta is becoming quite a fox 
farming centre. Several of these 
forms have been established in and 
about Calgary, and one at Wetaskiwin 
reports the sale of nine animals to a 
Seattle purchaser. 

The name of W.M. Davidson, editor 
of the Calgary Albertan, is mentioned 
as the possible leader of the Liberal 
party. He is the strongest man in 
view at present, as Boyle and Mitchell 
arte somewhat discredited at present 

The official return on the voting in 
the recent liquor referendum has been 
given by the provincial election of¬ 
ficer as follows: Question A, prohibi¬ 
tion, 61,647; Question B, licensed sale 
of beer, 3,936; Question C, govern¬ 
ment sale of beer, 3,078; Question D,j 
government sale of all liquors, 93,680; 
Rejected ballots, 7,272. 

Business conditions in Alberta con¬ 
tinue to be fairly satisfactory. There 
is no overwhelming volume of trade 
but there is a good, steady demand 
with prompt settlement, and other re¬ 
tailers are not complaining. The wea¬ 
ther has beer constantly mild with 
one brief cold spell. Therefore farm¬ 
ers have been hauling grain without 
interruption, and the railways contin¬ 
ue to break all previous transporta¬ 
tion records in this province.

planned to be the biggest and best j 
yet. Now to the work.

Rev. E. S. Bishop, former commis¬ 
sioner under the Alberta .Liquor Act 
will become pastor of a Regina Metho¬ 
dist church. 

Two bandits who robbed the Union J 
Bank at Foremost are said to have i 
been arrested at Great Falls, Montana 
and are being now held as suspects. 

Prince Valdemar of Denmark at-j 
J^nded the wedding of his son, Prince 
Eric, of Alberta, to Miss Booth of Ot¬ 
tawa last Monday. The wedding dow- 
ery vill amount Ito $4,000,000. 

The value of newsprint exported 
from Canada during 1923 was $85,- 
611,258, an increase of $17,248,441 
over the total for 1922, which was ! 
$68,362,817; 'Tif^ons, exports last year ^ 
totalled 1,137,962, as compared with | 
959,014 for 1922. The major portion 
of the exports went to the United 
States. 

The total amount of wheat market¬ 
ed on the Lethbridge division of the 
C.P.R. up to January 31, 1924 was , 
31,000,000 bushels, and the total of 
other grains was 1,600,000 bushels. 
The C.P.R. handled this grain in its 
usual businesslike manner. There was 
then stored in line elevators at that 
date 6,000,000 more bsuhels of wheat. 

During the last three months of 
1923, Canada exported farm produce 
to the United States valued at $32,- 
275,802. This was a considerable in¬ 
crease’over the $25,676,106, the value 
of farm produce exported to the Unit¬ 
ed States in the last three months of 
the previous year. The quantity of 
Canadian wheat exported to the Unit¬ 
ed States during the three months 
ended December was nearly double 
what it was in the corresponing period 
of 1922. Exports for the three months 
period of last year totalled 17,260,473 
bushels as compared with 9,172,166 in 
the preceding period. " '

DOESN’T SEEM FAIR 

A small agitation against the Do¬ 
minion government is now going on 
by the motor car dealers of Canada, 
says the editor of the Red Deer News. 
The facts are that the luxury tax im¬ 
posed on motor cars by the govern¬ 
ment was repealed suddenly and with¬ 
out warning so that retail dealers who 
have been compelled to pay the 
amount of the tax to the manufactur¬ 
ers when they bought their cars, were 
not able to continue including the 
amount in their prices to the public. 
This was due to the price falling as 
soon as the tax was repealed. In this 
way many retail motor car dealers 
lost heavily. What makes the real in¬ 
justice, however, is that the govern¬ 
ment actually or virtually refunded 
the amount of the tax to the manufac¬ 
turers'and to the othertrijclcra who 
had paid it on goods -nfftsold at the 
time of the repeal. The government 
now refuses to refund the taxes so 
paid to the retail dealers. There seems 
to be a fair case for a refund on the 
initial merits of the case. There seems 
to be an unanswerable case for a re¬ 
fund in view of the government hav¬ 
ing made it to others than the retail 
motor car dealers. All classes should 
certainly be treated alike in this and 
similar matters. The amount involv¬ 
ed exceeds a million dollars. The fact 
that it is not convenient for the gov¬ 
ernment to repay so large a sum does 
not excuse them from doing so. There 
are other ways of effecting economies 
than by the retention of unfairly le¬ 
vied taxes.

WHAT A FARMER SHOULD KNOW 

A lot of folks want to quit city jobs 
and be farmers. They have read and 
believed the rainbow gush of the liter¬ 
ary back to the landers. So each mail 
brings letters to many leading farm¬ 
ers, asking what is required to succeed 
in the country. Lee Mehier, an Ame¬ 
rican farmer, was asked this question 
'by a city bookkeeper. He took‘a lot 
of trouble to be specific and replied 
that a farmer must know about soils, 
soil drainage, soil chemistry, soil phy¬ 
sics, the relation of crops to so 1 and 
climate, the rotation of crop fertiliza¬ 
tion, best way of handling and selling 
crops, how to feed and care for live¬ 
stock, how to handle livestock in rela¬ 
tion to soil and climate, how to repair 
broken machinery, how to handle va¬ 
rious gasoliiie engine vehicles and 
power plants, how td do carpenter and 
plumbing and blacksmithing, must be 
a good buyer and seller, a good mana¬ 
ger, should know enough about book¬ 
keeping to compute costs, must have 
executive ability, should have the sta¬ 
mina to do fourteen or fifteen hours’ 
work a day, and if frost or hail wind 
or drought or flood or high wind 
brings the year’s work to naught must 
have the coruage to take a drink of 
water and a cold bath and start over 
again. And the above is only an in¬ 
complete list—a mere start toward 
what the farmer should know. Yes, it 
is a great life if you don’t weaken.— 
Exchange. 

TELEPHONE POLES 

The premier made the best speech I 
ever heard him make, and some say 
the best speech fie ever made. He was 
succiently vigorous,'"'agressive, digni¬ 
fied and convincing.. His speech was 
telling in one respect, which seemed 
like the climax in his address. It was 
when he was answering the charges 
of the leader of the opposition of ex¬ 
travagance. He referred to the anci¬ 
ent and not honorable subject of tele¬ 
phone poles. The previous govern¬ 
ment specialized on telephone poles at 
ejection time and stocked up enough 
to last for nearly a generation. One 
batch of poles, now rotting in Edmon¬ 
ton, bought in 1921, cost the govern¬ 
ment $1.55 a pole. The best tender 
the government could get was 30c. 
Despite the fact thalt that would mean 
a loss of $97,000, the government "was 
likely to accept the tender because the 
poles were depreciating and the gov¬ 
ernment has no need for the equip¬ 
ment. There was enough in other 
parts of the province to last for sev¬ 
eral years. Now that might all have 
happened and no one suggests that 
the facts are not correct, and still the 
present might be an extravagant gov¬ 
ernment.—Albertan.

Globe is reported to have experienced 
some blustery business weather and 
found it necessary to make some far 
reaching changes in the conduct of its 
business. The Farmers’ Sun lost $15,- 
000 on the year’s operations and is 
now issuing twice a week instead of 
three times. The Sun may find it dif¬ 
ficult to get on solid footing since it 
has no plant and gets its paper print¬ 
ed under contract by the Ontari" Pub¬ 
lishing company. For years newspa¬ 
per men have wondered how two pa¬ 
pers have existed in Guelph, but itj 
now appears that they were feeling I 
the stress keenly and last week the 
MCrcury took over the Herald by pur¬ 
chase. There is not now a small city 
In western Ontario .where two papers 
are published. Brantford, St. Thomas, 
Chatham, Woodstock, Stratford,, Kit¬ 
chener, Guelph and all the others have 
but one newspaper. In eastern Onta- j 
rio Belleville and Kingston still have 
two papers each.

Everywhere in Canada fervent de¬ 
mands are made for the reduction of 
the burden of taxation, which many 
claim has reached the limit.

From east and 
west there comes to the government 
at Ottawa demands for stupendous 
undertakings “for the general benefit 
of Canada,” but nevertheless for the 
particular benefit and enrichment of 
some particular big city in Canada. 
Not so with the cost of administra¬ 
tion! Theyfcreat army of civil serv¬ 
ants at Ottawa, and their friends are 
not holding meetings demanding that 
staffs be reduced in order that all 
those retained may have enough work 
to keep them occupied and send them 
home in the early afternoon with that 
honest feeling that comes only from 
a day’s work well dione. The Civil 
Service Commission is not pressing 
the government to reduce the budget 
for a reduced clerical staff with great¬ 
ly increased efficiency. 


ROUND THE WORLD FLIGHT 

No doubt some point in Alberta will 
be on the line of route for the round 
of the world flight to be attempted by 
British airmen about the middle of 
March is the announcement coming 
from Ottawa by an official who is in 
Canada interviewing the Canadian Air 
board officials in connection with the 
mapping out of the route across Ca¬ 
nada. Th«* aim of the British airmen 
is to complete the round the world 
trip in 90 days. Starting from Croy¬ 
don, England, the flight proceeds east¬ 
ward through India, Burma, China, 
Japan and Canada back to the start¬ 
ing point. The United States air serv¬ 
ice is also planning a similar flight and 
if they are ready to start in time 
there is to be a race around the world. 
The routes are similar with the excep¬ 
tion that the Americans wii fly across 
the United States while British fliers 
will go straight over Canada. w * The 
lohgest jump on the route is only 208 
miles in length. The Atlantic ocean 
will be crossed via the -Azores and the 
Pacific will be negotiated via northern 
islands of Japan, coast of Siberia, 
Alentian Islands, Alaska, B.C. coast 
to Vancouver and from their to their 
Alberta station.

Estimates of the loss by fire suffer¬ 
ed at Nanton Saturday morning are 
placed at 438,000. Plans for rebuild¬ 
ing ^ part of the burned area are un¬ 
der way by Shaw and Cooper, but as 
some of the buildings were vacant the 
whole may not be rebuilt, until need¬ 
ed. E. D. Malloy of the Malloy Hard¬ 
ware, Ltd., will also rebuild. Tele¬ 
phone communication was re-estab¬ 
lished Saturday morning with long 
distance and rural lines in working or¬ 
der late Sunday. All lines'are expect¬ 
ed to be in forking order by Thurs¬ 
day, but at present .very few lines in 
town are working. Loss to the lines 
is placed at $500.' The natural gas 
which was turned off by order of the 
mayor was turned on about 9 o’clock 
Saturday morning aftet the arrival of 
officials from Lethbridge. Three me¬ 
ters were lost by the company. The 
post office re-opened Monday morning 
in its old location next to Marshall 
Bros. Loss of fixtures would be about 
$300, insured. The Malloy Hardware, 
Ltd., has moved its stock to a building 
three doors south of the post office 
and will open some time this week. 
Their loss cannot be determined but 
will be in the_ neighborhood of from 
eight to ten thousand dollars, includ¬ 
ing the building; insured. W. Roney 
of the Nanton Bakery, has moved to 
a building east of Salter’s store and 
was selling bread Saturday and will 
open his confectionery department in 
a few, days. His oven is undamaged. 
Lqss of fixtures and stock, about 
$1,400; insured. Byler’s Meat Market 
will reopen as soon as a location is se¬ 
cured. Stock was a total loss, estima¬ 
ted with fixtures at $1,600; insured. 
H. A. Garrett, of the Nanton Grocery, 
has not made immediate plans as noth¬ 
ing was saved. Loss $6’,500; insured 
for $4,000. Little’s grocery and drug 
store will open the grocery depart¬ 
ment tomorrow, but the drug depart¬ 
ment will take longer to place in order 
Loss by damage to stock and damage 
to building cannot be determined but 
is estimated at $1,600; insured. Loss 
by Nanton Co-operative store by re¬ 
moval of stock, $274; insured. Dam- 
moval Oor stock, $274; insured. Dam¬ 
age to stock and fixtures of Paris Cafe 
is estimated at $1,200; insured. They 
will reopen early next week. Damage 
to buildings on the north side of the 
street will be about $460, principally 
by breakage of glass from the heat, 
part of which is insured. Mrs. Creigh¬ 
ton, who was preparing to open a 
drug store in one of the vacant build¬ 
ings burned, also had a small loss. 
Shaw and Cooper’s loss of seven build¬ 
ings burned, is about $16,000; insured 
for $7,500. 
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THE FARMER PAYS 

It takes a keen eye and an active 
mind to trace the process by which a 
great proportion of the taxes paid in 
Canada eventually comes out of the 
pocket of the farmer; but it does not 
take long to satisfy ourselves that 
this is so. As a general rule taxes are 
paid by the ultimate consumer or the 
producer. In some instances the-pro¬ 
ducer is able to pass the tax on to the 
purchaser of his product, but the 
farmer cannot do this because the 
value of his product is fixed by world 
conditions and forces over which he 
has no control. In addition to being af¬ 
fected as a producer the farmer also 
pays taxes as a consumer.,—so he gets 
if both going and coming. The farm¬ 
er is therefore vitally interested in 
governmental expenditures, whether 
they be federal, provincial or munici¬ 
pal. The more these governments 
spend, the more he has to pay. He 
may think that the levying of certain 
kinds of taxes, such as income tax, re¬ 
lieve him of part of his tax burden, be¬ 
cause the city man has to pay heavily 
under these taxes. But the fact is 
clear, that wherever possible the bu¬ 
siness expense and the things he sells 
cost just that much more and the 
farmer ,who is unable to add his tax¬ 
es to the price of his wheat, pays a 
very reasonable share of the income 
taxes paid, by business concerns with 
whom he does business. The remedy 
is less expenditure by governments 
and lower taxation. 


EC0N0MYCAMPAIGN 

Several days ago a movement com¬ 
menced in Regina which will -probably 
be dominion wide in its effect. Repre¬ 
sentatives from all classes from im¬ 
portant' parts of the prairie provinces, 
met in conference to devise ways and 
means of creating an organised public 
demand upon the governments of thle 
country far an immediate jurtailment 
of wasteful government expenditures. 
As a result similar conferences will 
be held in eastern Canada and British 
Columbia and it is to be hoped that 
within the next few weeks the whole 
country will unite in demonstrating to 
all governments that the public will 
not stand for a continuation of the 
ever increasing additions to our tax 
burdens. A national economy cam¬ 
paign will be commenced on February 
16th, and last until February 29th, 
and during that period a general pro¬ 
test will be made through the pulpit, 
press and platform, against the pres¬ 
ent tax burden. Governments are 
very considerate of organised public 
opinion and it would seem that the 
best way to convince them that the 
time for lower taxation is long over¬ 
due is to demonstrate to them that 
the people as a whole will back them 
in any effort they make to reduce 
government expenditure. 


FEW TAXATION FACTS 

The tremendous increase in govern¬ 
ment expenditures and the consequent 
"eavy increase in taxation in Canada 
are the two things which keep the Do¬ 
minion from benefiting to the fullest 
extent from the many economic ad¬ 
vantages which we have over other 
countries. The mounting up of gov¬ 
ernment expenditures is astounding. 
Canada today pays about $900,000,000 
in taxation; an average of $100 per 
annum for every man, woman and 
child in the country. This is almost as 
heavy as the taxation in-Great Brit¬ 
ain; Our net national debt has doub¬ 
led since 1918 and- now stands at 
$2,800,000,000. With every other 
Anglo-Saxon country reducing its ^ex¬ 
penditure Canada stands alone ' with 
its addition of $3,000,000 to the Na¬ 
tional debt in 1923. In pre^war tays 
practically all of our national revenue 
was derived from customs; today our 
custom taxes bring in double what 
they did and in addition the domin' 
government collects an average of 
s'!,000,000 each week from special tax¬ 
es. Although the war ended in 1918, 
special war taxes are still being col¬ 
lected. The ordinary expenditures of 
the dominion government are more 
now than they were during the, war; 
our provincial governments are cost¬ 
ing from 60% to more than they 
did in 1918 and our municipal govern¬ 
ments have increased to the same ex¬ 
tent. How long will the taxpayers re¬ 
frain from demanding drastic cuts in 
public expenditure?-

ACCUMULATION OF MONEY 

“The evil men do—lives after them, 

| the good is oft interred with their 
bones.” So said Shakespeare. It was 
not so, however, with Benjamin 
Franklin; few men have bequeathed 
so much good to those‘'who followed 
after him. The sayings of “Poor 
Richard” were a rich bequest to hu¬ 
manity. Benjamin Franklin spent 
much time in England from 1767 to 
1762 representing the American col¬ 
onies. While there he placed one hun¬ 
dred pounds in the hands of members 
of the Society of Friends as a trust to 
be invested with accumulations, for 
not less than one hundred and fifty 
years. Thereafter the money was to 
be at the discretion of trustees— 
Franklin knew he could trust “Qua¬ 
kers.” Awards were to be made from 
time to time for the most valuable 
contributions to science considered by 
them either manuscript or published, 
on the subject of cures, but particular¬ 
ly in relation to surgery, the nervous 
system and the part “mind treating” 
has in the recovery and preservation 
of health. Announcement is now 
made of the first awards from this 
fund. Minor award, Fusakichi Omori 
of Tokyo, unpublished treatise “The 
Rotary Knife in Surgery,” five hun¬ 
dred pounds and publication of treat¬ 
ise. Award, Charles P. Steinmetz of 
Schenectady, privately published trea¬ 
tise, “The Nervous System as a Con¬ 
ductor of Electrical Energy.” One 
thousand pounds and republcation of 
treatise. Major award, Pier.-on W.' 
-Baning of Los Angles, on published 
work. “Men and Spiritual Healing; All 
School and Methods; a Text Book for 
Physcians and Metaphyscians.” Two 
thousand five hundred pounds, schol¬ 
arship. There are several things worth 
noting in -these announcements made 
by Roberts Lloyd-Gresham for the 
trustees. See how Franklin looked to 
the future. He knew how money 
“grew” and thait his poor hundred 
pounds—in—time—would make a 
rich reward for skill and research. 
There are men who today can follow 
Franklin’s example 'and so endow 
scientific research. And note that 
the trustees— resident in England— 
awarded the prizes to other; lands— 
awarded them, in short, where they 
thought them deserved.

GENERAL NEWS . 

Ex-PreMdent Taft has recovered hi. 
health and shows much improvement. 

Manitoba closed its fiscal year on 

ug. 31 last with a deficit of $901,062 - 
^ according to the public accounts. 
This w a reduction of $446,112.82 of 
the defict of $1,346,182—the largest 
in the history of the province-for the 
nine months of 1922. 

Great Britain gives a standing ex¬ 
ample of economic government. That 
country with its millions of people 
l ave only one government In Canada 
we have the Senate, federal govern¬ 
ment and nine provincial governments 
legislating for us. Is it any wonder 
we are taxed to death. 

400 soon “Sms are apparent 
that the federal government will use 
the axe to cut down expenses in sala¬ 
ries. The whole system needs re-or¬ 
ganizing and the job to be satisfactory 
should include every department and 
every loafer on the payroll should be 
given thirty days notice of dismissal. 

Calgary now has 16,646 telephones 
or one for every 4.6 persons. This is 
believed to be a world’s record. In Al¬ 
berta there are 63,791 telephone sta¬ 
tions, of which 20,282 are rural. Ca¬ 
nada as a whole is pretty well supplied 
with telephones, there being 9.8 for 
every 100 of the population, while 
Britain has only 2.8. 

Colonial Secretary J. H. Thomas 
gave a . humorous description of his 
entrance into office as a British cabi¬ 
net member. He was met by the por¬ 
ter With “whom do you want to see?" 
He replied “I want to see the office. I 
am the Colonial secretary.” The por¬ 
ter turned to another porter and ut¬ 
ter “Another shell shock patient.” 

J«S. Kelly of near Sudbury, Out., 
sold a young boy a gallon of gasoline’ 
ih mistake for kerosene over a year 
ago, and as a result the boy’s home 
was destroyed. A writ for $16,000 
damages has been filed in court 
against Kelly and he may have to pay. 
This brings up the necessity of color¬ 
ing gasoline so that stich mistakes 
cannot occur. 

The movement of grain in Western 
Canada continues heavy, the volume in 
transit being on the average about 
double that being moved this time a 
year ago. The chief factor in this 
connection is, of course, the year’s 
heavy yield in the proviW-crrAlber- 
ta. During the period January 8 to 
14, inclusive, total loadings of grain 
on the Canadian Pacific averaged 404 
cars daily. 

Canada’s favorable trade balance in 
1923 is shown in an official statement 
just issued at $124,788,608 for the 
twelve months ended December 31, 
1923. During that period Canada im¬ 
ported goods to Qie value of $903,630,- 
616 and exported goods to the value of 
$1,028,319,123. In 1922 total imports 
were $762,409,309, and total exports 
$898,177,861. Of total exports last 
year, $13,684,849 were foreign goods. 

Bow Park farm at Brantford, Ont., 
has been purchased by G.V< Hamody, 
a banker of Youngstown, Ohio, to be 
used to train Hungarian families in 
Canadian agricultural methods and 
the English language. He expects to 
bring the first fifty families in April. 
They will be kept on the farm for 
three years, with specialists in seed 
raising, one from Hungaiy and two 
from the Federal government, and 
will be then homesteaded in the West, 
to be replaced by another group of 
fifty. 

The electors of Alberta are not the 
least disturbed about the clamor being 
made by the opposition regarding the 
riding of Clearwater being unrepre¬ 
sented. The riding in the first place 
never should have been organized, 
only 100 votes being polled in the 
whole riding at the first election. It is 
gratifying to learn that the Greenfield 
government proposes to carve up the 
riding and this will surely occur at the 
next redistribution. Meanwhile the 
government will no doubt see that 
consideration will be given the elec¬ 
tors of that riding who are now with¬ 
out representation. 

News that a considerable number of 
Dutch families for the Lethbridge 
Northern irrigated district are likely 
to come put in the spring, is received 
from colonization agents of the ir¬ 
rigation council now in Europe. The 
prospects for settlers for these irri¬ 
gated lands are reported to be bright 
by the agents now working on the 
other side of the Atlantic. In this 
connection, the provincial government 
is much interested in the announce¬ 
ment from Ottawa of the appointment 
to the dominion reclamation service of 
Dr. Elwood Mead, an expert in colo¬ 
nization of irrigation lands, who is 
expected to give special attention to 
the settlement of irrigated lands in 
Alberta. 

EYE ON LEGISLATURE 

The session of the Alberta legisla¬ 
ture is being watched with interest by 
the people of this community who are 
more than interred in various im¬ 
portant questions that will be discuss¬ 
ed at this session. The most debated 
will no doubt be the liquor question 
and the highway policy will come se¬ 
cond, while an election act. will, be 
brought out and a redistributiorr of 
seats made. From present appearanc¬ 
es the Greenfield government has 
gained in strength and the prediction 
is made they will gain the confidence 
of voters generally with the introduc¬ 
tion of wise and economic legislation' 
■hat is being considered by the cabi- 
-net

THE PIGMY H A TE S THE GIANT 

Around the memory of the late 
Woodrow Wilson all the journalistic 
carrion-crows of war-ridden Europe 
are gathering. Uncompromising bit¬ 
terness charteterises the comments of 
German, French and Italian newspa¬ 
pers. The German government has 
even forbidden its eynbassy at Wash¬ 
ington to show customary respect. No¬ 
thing could be more expressive of the 
diseased state of mind of continental 
Europe than the petty hatred that 
Wilson’s death has caused to be spew¬ 
ed forth. The pigmy always hates 
the giant The small mihded man al¬ 
ways dislikes and fears that which is 
beyond his undertaking. The poison¬ 
ing of Socrates, the crucification of 
Christ and the abuse which society has 
heaped upon every man who has dar¬ 
ed to advance the cause of civilization, 
all illustrate this human trait. Europe 
hates Wilson because Europe was not 
big enough to live up to Wilson’s stan¬ 
dard of national morality. This prov¬ 
ed inability to even vaguely grasp the 
political idealism of Woodrow Wilson 
reveals to what extent the Western 
world has left Europe behind. 

C. R. Mitchell, liberal member for 
Bow Valley in a speech in the house 
wants to abolish about 400 small ru¬ 
ral municipal and improvement dist¬ 
rict units of the province and the 
creation in their place of 40 or 60 mu¬ 
nicipalities of an average of nine 
townships each with a representation 
in the legislature from each of these 
as an electoral division. He further 
said the 169 municipal units now or¬ 
ganized were costing at least $376,000 
annually in local administration and 
this enormous expense and corres¬ 
ponding charges on the government 
department could be vastly reduced by 
a grouping of the province into about 
30 municipal divisions for the central 
and southern parts and 10 in the ex¬ 
treme north.
